also very neatly exeonted. Theaim of theauthor, 
in compiling this outline of tho history of China, 
was a Very modest one. He says, he did “not 
feel any vocation to write a dotuiled critical his- 
tory of China,” but aimed a compiling, from 
jexclusively authentic Chinese sources, 2 brief 
Cigest of the most memorable events in the hi 
tone of Chins, from thy creation of tho world 
down to the close of the eighteenth coutury. 

It is evident that, this modust purport of the 
ook before ns has: been very sutisfactorily ear- 
ried out by tha-outhor, and the bool is, as far as 
it goos,a handy and pithy abstract of all that 
is worth roading in the ordinary handbools of 
Chinoxse history, aueh as will ‘be found in due in 
ry dlomontary séhool ult over the empire of 
na. There area few misprints here aad there, 
and # few errors, we. observeil. such as may be 
discovered in any work of a boginner in-sinologio 
studies by a practised oitie. But, as, a whole, 
the work redouuds to the credit uf Herr voy 
Fries’ literary abilities aud painstaking diligence. 

Of course, being a mera abstract of chronolo- 
gical events, the book does not deserve the dame 
of a history. It is rathor a sarivs of chronologic 
tables detailing the fables a1. misrepresentations 
of fugts which aiccessive Imperial historiogra- 
phors wore officially ordered to palm off upon a 


close of-the reir of Kien Lung (1793 A.D.) are 
no more “anthen.fe soureos,” as Mr. Fries calls 
them, in the sens of reliable historical records, 
than tho Peking Gusettes of the sprosout day. 
Mr. Fries states, as a reason why he stopped 
short at the end of Kien Lung’s reign, that a 
history of all subsequent ovents “would have to 
renoancg- entirely tho aso of native Chinesy 
sourcss, 08 far as they go anyhow, because they 
are simply untrue.” We parfectly agree with 
the author that Chinese sources of modera his- 
tory are charactoristically untrathfnl, but oe 
find fuult with him for not soving that-thiseb- 
aorvation holds equally good with regard to the 
ancient history of China from the days of Pankn 
to the death, of Kien Lung.. This is the-very 
Point which distinguishes history from mere 
story tolling, that the historian, more or less 
endowed with on instinctive scent of the fruth, 
and well knowing that all men ore liars, especial. 
ly in China, critically sifts his materials and 
enmningly disentangles’ the wob of* falsehood 
and truti. 'Thero have heen such men, even 
in China, but they wera eried down by the 
multitude ‘as heretics nnd ara egshewed by 
the orthodox Chinese scholar and gentleman as. 
dangerous lunatics. Tho writings of such men, 
together with the books placed on the index 
expurgaterius by the Iaparial Ceusorate, and
